I. The ready penny aiways fetches the beft bargavxn, He who buys upon trait, mutt 
mot complain if he is cheated. The fhopkceper fufpe&s the cuflumer who buys ‘on 
truft, and thinks that he meccs to cheatwid never to pay ; and therefore he takes good 
«are to be before-hand, and charges tigi accordingly. ; 

HM... The beft pennyworth is to be iad where moft fit together,, in the open market 5 
and bargains are often cheaper in the latter end of the day. When honeft men bass done 
their work, it is better for them to goto market than the slehoufe. 

III. “When times are hard, why fhould we make them hard df? Js it not 
‘enough to he taxed once by government, without being twice taxed oy folly, thrice by 
drankennefs, four times by lazinefs, and fo on:—-A good man, even in hard't nics, will

treafuring upall the furplus of their youthful earnings, and they will marry with cone
